It should however be emphasized that, since all paits of the intemationai application (claims, 
description and (^swings) may be amendsd during the inftemationBl preliminary examination procedure, there is usuatty 
no need to f3e amendments of the claims undm Article 19 except wtwre, e.g. the applicant wants the latter to t>e published 
for the purpoees of provisional protection or has another reason for amending the claims Isefore intemationaJ pbulication.
